WASHINGTON, May 8.—The State 
Department today received the follow- 
ing cablegram from the American con- 
sul at Hankow, China: 

“Immense flood in Hunan province. 
Great loss of life and property. All 
foreigners safe.“ 

BOYCOTT PETERING OUT. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

PEKING, May 8.—The statement to 
the effect that there is apprehension 
in the United States that the boycott 
of American goods is growing has 
caused surprise here. All the infor- 
mation obtainable shows that the 
movement is waning. The Chinese im- 
ports were 77,000,000 taeis, compared 
with 29,000,000 in 1904. It appears that 
the importers made enormous specula- 
tive purchases early in the year, 
chiefly in anticipation of war demands, 
and a decrease in the imports would 
be natural under the circumstances. 

NOT AS EXPECTED. 

The report says that the result of 
the boycott is not what had been ex- 
pected. Much suspicion and hostility 
were created, but the general verdict is 
that not much injury has been done to 
American manufacturers or

In consequence of the climatic war 
and boyeott conditions, there is a 
larger proportion of imports than 
usual left in such hands. The imports 
of American cotton increased from 3. 
700,000 to 12,566,000 pieces and flour 
about the same in 1904, and the Aus- 
tralian trade is growing. The market 
for oii decreased 3,419,000 gallons from 
the immense imports of 1904. The 
failure of the Russian supply nega- 
tived the boycott. 

Consul-General Lay at Canton re- 
ports that American imports into 
Southern China during the last half of 
1905 decreased $1,250,000, oll decreas- 
ing 50 per cent. The friction between 
the Standard Oil Company’s agents 
and officials and merchants at several 
ports probably contributed to this de- 
crease.

Pardee to Announce Cessation 
of Holidays Five Days Before They 
End—Canadian Contribution Ac- 
cepled— Shipping Taken Care of. 


AN FRANCISCO, May 8&—Gov. 
Pardee made his first appearance 
before the Committee on Recon- 
struction at its meeting this morning 
in the hall ot the Century Club. 
Attorney McEnerney pointed out 
“that many of the savings banks now 
have in their vaults, which still re- 
main closed in consequence of the fire, 
many mortgages which would be out- 
lawed the very day the holidays cease 
and the banks resume business unless 
proper action is taken. In order that 
this may not happen,” he added, “it 
would seem to me wise that before 
the Governor declares the holidays at 
an end, he should give notice of his 
intended action.” 
“Due notice will be given,” safd the 
Governor, “in order that the banks 
be prepared. I shall announce the 
cessation of holidays at least five days 
before they end.”
